Denunciation 


Excuse 


A news report of the day brings sharp- 


ly Into focus one of the major questions 
that face the people of the United States 
today. It is hoped that when President Lyn- 
don B. Johnson has firmly settled into his 
office, he will make an effort to acquaint 
the American people with his thoughts on 
the matter. The question is the overall re- 
lationship of this nation and all the free 
world with the communist bloc of nations. 


The issue arises with a statement by 


Soviet Premier Khrushchev's 
son-in-law 


that U.S.-Soviet rela- 
tions "were constantly 
improving" under John 
F. Kennedy. A1 e x e 1 
Adzhubei, editor of the 


official Soviet newspaper. Izvestia, added 
that "I want to hope that President John- 
son will continue the line of the late Presi- 
dent Kennedy." First of all, there are 
those who will immediately maintain that 
this is proof of the "defeatist" or "no win" 
policy of the past Washington administra- 
tion in its dealings on an 
international 


scale. In the opinion of those people, the 
extreme right political group of our nation, 
if things are at all to the liking of commu- 
nism, they are wrong. 


Their attitude has been cleverly sold 


and adherents to their way of thinking 
have been growing in this nation. They arc 
guilty of grave and serious generalizations 
but not all people stop to think about the 
specifics that are involved. Not all people 
will stop to ask what are the assets and 
liabilities of peaceful relationships with the 
Soviet Union and her satellites. 


Such, however, is the kind of considera- 


tion the question must have if this nation 
is to achieve any sort of cohcsiveness in its 
foreign affairs. It is the kind of considera- 
tion that is essential, in fact, if we are to 
have any kind of foreign policy, at all. 


* 
The old cliche of "soft on communism" 


is not going to be the foundation on which 
the future greatness of this nation is built; 
nor will it be the means by which we 
achieve a final victory over communism. 
Basically, what we must decide is how we 
intend to live with communism, if at all, 
and what we hope the world situation event- 
ually turns out to be. We cither are going 
to live in the same world with communism 
for the moment or we are going to destroy 
it. It is highly doubtful that any intelligent 
people of our nation really believe there 
is no wisdom in living with communism at 


the moment. This, however, docs not mean 
what some people might say it means. 


It does not mean that we approve of 


communism. It simply means that we recog- 
nize It as a political force in the world to- 
day and something that has to be faced just 
as we face the many other unpleasant things 
that come our way In the course of our life- 
time. If we did not intend to live In the 
same world with communism, then we 
might as well start the shooting and get 
things over with right away. It Is doubtful 
that time would be of much advantage to 
us if this were the course of action to which 
we had dedicated ourselves. It would be 
little better or worse to start a nuclear war 
today than It would be six or eight months 
or a year from now. 


Thus, when we say that we intend to live 


with communism, we arc simply saying that 
we do not intend to forcefully remove the 
system from the face of the earth. We do 
not. intend to start a war. Then, the question 
comes down to how we do deal with this 
menace to our way of life and what we an- 
ticipate over a period of many years. 


If we have the courage of our convic- 


tions, we will proceed from the assumption 
—the knowledge, rather—that communism 
has within it the seeds of its own destruc- 
tion. It is a system based on the restriction 
of the human being and the curtailment of 
many of the instinctive emotions that arc 
a part of each and every individual. 


Toward the end of the destruction of 


communism, we should do those things that 


capitalize u p o n the 
weaknesses of o u r 
enemy. We should ex- 
pose to the world the 
advantages of our way 


of life while underscoring the real nature 
of communism. If we are right in what we 
believe, if we truly do have a superior way 
of life, then we can effectively turn the 
course of events in our favor. We can ex- 
pect that the time will come when the free- 
dom-loving nature of mankind itself will rise 
up and demand a place in the scheme of 
things even behind the Iron Curtain. This 
may come about slowly but come it will. 


The fact that what we might do toward 


this end is considered agreeable from the 
Soviet point of view is not of primary con- 
sideration. The primary question is whether 
we are right or wrong and we would be 
foolhardy to let the communists decide this 
for us by whatever position they take. 


Accent On 


Positive 


Enforcement Difficult 


The recent events will surely stir Con- 


gress to extraordinary efforts to establish 
better controls over private possession of 
firearms. And certainly the nation is pre- 
pared to go to great lengths lo prevent the 
arming of malevolent and irresponsible 
citizens. 


Nothing is more urgently needed. But 


effective control wiJJ be difficult. 


Currently an estimated 50 million lethal 


weapons are in private hands. It can be 
expected that people of good will will read- 
ily cooperate in any plan for registration 
and control. But the criminal, the deranged 
and the irresponsible, who are the very 
ones against whom an arms control act 
would be directed, will be the ones most 
apt lo evade the law. 


Much can be said for more exacting 


conditions for ownership, requiring more 


effective proof of character. Traceable cer- 
tificates of ownership and stringent laws 
governing private resale of weapons also 
offer hope for improvement. 


But no law would be complete without 


tight restriction on the sale of ammuni- 
tion. Unloaded weapons are not dangerous. 
It is the ammunition that makes them so. 


It would be highly desk-cable to con- 


fine the sale of ammunition to fewer and 
more highly supervised outlets; to bar sale 
to all who cannot prove lawful ownership 
of a gun, and to sell in limited quantities. 


Ii would also be constructive to have 


uniform weapons control laws coupled with 
close cooperation between slate and fed- 
eral enforcement agents. 


Such efforts could not in any calculable 


time clear the whole situation but they 
would be helpful steps. 


Not Losing Them All 


It was often asked of the late President 


Kennedy by political opportunists why he 
permitted a Kremlin toehold off the coabt 
of Florida and why we are making no 
headway throughout South America even 
in spite of foreign aid giveaways. This was 
asked as a question in a deliberate effort 
to perpetrate a fraud upon the people of 


; this nation. 


It is generally assumed that a question 


is merely the asking of an explanation. 
The above question, however, is not a ques- 
tion but a statement of supposed fact. The 
late President was once said to have re- 


. marked at a press conference that ques- 


tions asked were more in the nature 
of speeches. 


As to a Kremlin toehold in Cuba, this 


is a subject in itself but it can be said in 
passing that it is incorrect to say that this 
country has permitted the situation. More 


to the point at the moment is the second 
so-called 
question as 
to our 
situation 


throughout Latin America. Is it really a 
fact that we are losing there to the threat 
of communism? 


We will never win every contest in 


which we are engaged but we are not los- 
ing everything in South America. This is 
demonstrated specifically in the case of 
Venezuelan elections which have gone bad- 
ly for communist agitators. The Reds lost 
both in their efforts to keep the people 
away from the polls and their efforts to un- 
seat tiie pro-Western government which 
has been in existence there. 


This represents a victory which, too. is 


not at all the end of things but which 
should dispel unfounded claims that we are 
hanging on by only a thread in South 
America. \Vc are not about to get every- 
thing we want by Christmas but a great 
deal of hope remains. 


Great Ones Depart 


The days which brought such tragedy 


to the nation in public affairs tended lo 
submerge grievous losses suffered by the 
arts. 


These witnessed the death of Altlous 


Huxley, also Amclita Galli-Curci and Frit/ 
Reiner. 
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Huxley was a grcal writer, a satyrist 


par excellence who deeply 
moved the 


American soul, especially with his unfor- 
gcllable "Brave New World." He cut deep- 
ly into fat beliefs of self satisfaction and 
left his readers with the feeling lhat the 
new world was neither very brave nor 
very worthy. But he was a writer of hope 
and his slashing attacks at the frivolous 
paved the way for sounder concepts. 


Fritz Reiner was among the leaders 


of his age in music, a symphonic conductor 
who lefl America much richer in terms 
of music appreciation. He played his or- 
chestras with the touch of a great or- 
ganist. 


Reiner's years with the Metropolitan 


were rich ones for America. 
Principal 


credit must be given him later when he 
took hold of the Chicago symphony or- 
chestra. 
He brought it to a high peak of 


expression, establishing it as a premier 
musical organization. Hciner retired only 
a year ago at the age of 72. but Chicago 
will live long on his musical legacy. 


Galli-Curci, brilliant young European 


singer, took America by storm almost a 
generation ago. We must say, the affection 
was mutual. Her greatest years were here 
and she preferred to call America home. 


Fortunately Galli-Curci's great voice 


has been preserved and her wonderful sing- 
ing will be a source of joy and satisfaction 
through all the future. 


As much can he said for the writings of 


Huxley and the symphonic masterpieces of 
Reiner.

WASHINGTON1 — If hate 


groups had not pressured 
Congress against passage of 
an Arms Registration Act, 
President 
Kennedy might 


still be alive today. 


Early in 1962, Rep. Victor 


Anfusp, the Brooklyn Demo- 
crat, introduced a bill re- 
quiring private individuals to 
register firearms with t h e 
FBI. Anfuso's bill was aimed 
at preventing juvenile delin- 
quency, combating the in- 
creasing crime wave in big 
cities, and at the "Minute- 
men." The Minutemcn arc 
self-appointed volunteers or 
"grassroots 
guerillas," 


chiefly located in California, 
who claimed at one time tiiat 
the United States was in 
grave danger of invasion by 
Chinese troops from Mexico. 
They also claimed that 800 
of their members in L o s 
Angeles have their own ma- 
chine guns and that each 
has a rifle with 100 rounds 
of ammunition. 


So when Anfuso introduced 


his arms registration b i l l 
there was a storm of criti- 
cism from the right wing 
and a flood of letters to Con- 
gress. It's significant that 
part of the opposition came 
from 
Dallas where D a n 


Smoot, the former booster 
of the late Sen. Joe McCar- 
thy, conducts a rlghtwing ra- 
dio program and sends a 
newsletter to gullible readers. 


Another opponent was Mer- 


win K. Hart, president of the 
so-called "National Econom- 
ic Council" and once de- 
scribed by Justice Robert 
Jackson as well known for 
his pro-fascist leanings. 


What motive, ulterior or 


otherwise, the 
pro-fascists 


had in opposing the register- 
ing of firearms with t h e 
FBI is not known. At any 
rate, the pressure on Con- 
gress was so great that the 
Anfuso bill did not pass. 
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John F. Kennedy seemed 


to have a strange premoni- 
tion that he would not last 
out his term. 


A little over a year ago 


when Justice Felix Frank- 
furter retired from the Su- 
preme Court, Kennedy had 
a 
soul-searching conversa- 


tion with Secretary of Labor 
Arthur Goldberg to whom he 
offered Frankfurter's place 
on the Supreme Court. Gold- 
berg had been doing a mas- 
terful job as secretary of la- 
bor. As a former labor at- 
torney, lie had the confidence 
of labor unions and was able 
to get them to settle serious 
labor difficulties which pre- 
viously had disrupted the na- 
tion. 


It was obvious that Ken- 


nedy hated to lose him. 


"It's 
like cutting off my 


right arm to have you go." 
the President told his secre- 
tary of labor. 


"I'm perfectly willing to 


stay on for another opening," 
Goldberg told him. "I'll take 
my chance on other oppor- 
tunities. You'll probably ap- 
point a majority of the court 
before you're finished." 


But 
the 
President 
de- 


murred. Looking out the win- 
clow and away from Gold- 
berg, he said: "I don't know 
that another opportunity will 
present itself." 


Then after a pause he 


added: "And you'll be here 
a long time after I'm gone."

Yet he has no choice but

He will not be 
free, as was the young John 
Kennedy, lo campaign inten- 
sively while others are bear- 
ing the executive responsibil- 
ity. 


He is the President a n d 


charged 
with direction of 


foreign i>olicy. In this area 
the watchers at the gates 
can help much, but other 
heads of state arc already 
pressing for better acquaint- 
ance. Besides, world affairs 
have their own great allure, 
and the temptation is there 
to lean back on "peace and 
prosperity." 
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Only short days ago Presi- 


dent Kennedy had a great 
deal going for him besides 
the record he had so far 
made. There was his incom- 
parable style, c a r r i e d for- 
ward to 
the end by 
the 


brave young widow, leading 
her two children by the 
hand. The country l o v e d 
their youth and grace; it 
had accepted the transition 
to a younger generation. 


President J o h n s o n has 


some youthful aides, but in 
general his tics stretch back 
much further. He came to 
Washington in the first year 
of Franklin Roosevelt's sec- 
ond term. He will have much 
to do in the way of identify- 
ing with the New Frontiers- 
men who are vital to the 


"go forward" goals he now 
.seeks. 


The image he brings to the 


White House is that of the 
legislative operator, rejoic- 
ing in politics, its skills and 
schemes. This is not a large 
enough canvas for a presi- 
dent, as Kennedy was quick 
to perceive. 


The new President h a s 


warmth, nerve and a will to 
achieve. He also has prob- 
lems of 
temperament. He 


bears down, and not always 
with a light touch. He keeps 
books on his helpers and 
hiiidcrers, as Presidents arc 
apt lo do, but rather too 
openly and at first hand.

With the press he has been 


abnormally sensitive to crit- 
icism, even when the net pic- 
ture presented was helpful to 
him. Sometimes it seemed 
that what he wanted above 
all was to be loved, forget- 
ting the old maxim that kiss- 
ing goes by favor. This was 
occasionally irksome, occa- 
sionally rather touching, in 
so confident and successful 
a man. 


The Washington which ex- 


ists independently of any pres- 
ident and even of party will 
soon catch the Johnson style 
and set it before tho nation. 


One thing can confidently 


be slated: The more people 
see of Mrs. Johnson the bet- 
ter they will like her. The 
key lo her character is un- 
selfishness, aud she lias for 
some time been sharing her 
life with Americans who nrc 
far from the limelight here. 


The nation faces an excit- 


ing year, with new faces try- 
Ing to capture its imagina- 
tion so they can run its af- 
fairs. The solemn debt they 
owe the murdered President 
is n resolve to consign the 
haters to limbo.

First of all, th ere are 
th ose wh o will immediately maintain th at 
th is is p roof of th e “defeatist” or “ no win” 
p olicy o f th e p ast Wash ington administra­ 
tion in its dealings on an international 
scale. In th e op inion of th ese p eop le, th e 
ex treme righ t p olitical group of our nation, 
if thing s are at all to th e liking o f co mmu­ 
nism, th ey are wrong. 
Their a ttitude ha s been clev erly so ld 
a nd a dherents to their wa v o f thinking 
ha v e been g ro wing in this na tio n. They a re 
g uilty o f g ra v e a nd serio us g enera liza tio ns 
hut no t a ll peo ple sto p to think a bo ut the 
specifics tha t a re inv o lv ed. No t a ll peo ple 
will sto p to a sk wha t a re the a ssets a nd 
lia bilities o f pea ceful rela tio nships with the 
So v iet Unio n a nd her sa tellites. 
Such, ho wev er, is the kind of considera­ 
tio n the questio n must ha v e if this nation 
is to a chiev e a ny so rt o f co hesiv eness in its 
fo reig n a ffa irs. It is the kind o f co nsidera ­ 
tio n tha t is essentia l, in fa ct, if we a re to 
ha v e a ny kind o f fo reig n po licy , a t a ll. 


the mo ment. This, ho wev er, do es no t mea n 
wha t so me peo ple mig ht sa y it mea ns. 
It do es no t mea n tha t we a ppro v e o f 
co mmunism. It simply mea ns tha t we reco g ­ 
nize it a s a po litica l fo rce in the wo rld to ­ 
da y a nd so mething tha t ha s to be fa ced just 
a s we fa ce the ma ny o ther unplea sa nt thing s 
tha t co me o ur wa y in the co urse o f o ur life­ 
time. If we did no t intend to liv e in the 
sa me wo rld with co mmunism, then we 
mig ht a s well sta rt the sho o ting a nd g et 
thing s o v er with rig ht a wa y . It is do ubtful 
tha t time wo uld be o f much a dv a nta g e to 
us if this were the co urse o f a ctio n to which 
we ha d dedica ted o urselv es. It wo uld be 
little better o r wo rse to sta rt a nuclea r wa r 
to da y tha n it wo uld be six o r eig ht mo nths 
o r a y ea r fro m no w. 


Th e old clich e of “ soft on communism” 
is not going to be th e foundation on wh ich 
th e future greatness of th is nation is built; 
nor will it be th e means by wh ich we 
ach iev e a final v ictory ov er communism. 
Basically , wh at we must decide is h ow we 
intend to liv e with communism, if at all, 
and wh at we h op e th e world situation ev ent­ 
ually turns out to be. We eith er are going 
to liv e in th e same world with communism 
for th e moment or we are going to destroy 
it. It is h igh ly doubtful th at any intelligent 
p eop le of our nation really believ e th ere 
is no wisdom in liv ing with communism at 


Th us, wh en we say th at we intend to liv e 
with communism, we are simp ly say ing th at 
we do not intend to forcefully remov e th e 
sy stem from th e face of th e earth . We do 
not intend to start a w ar. Th en, th e question 
comes down to h ow we do deal with th is 
menace to our way of life and wh at we an­ 
ticip ate ov er a p eriod of many y ears. 
If we ha v e the co ura g e o f o ur co nv ic­ 
tio ns, we will pro ceed fro m the a ssumptio n 
—the kno wledg e, ra ther—tha t co mmunism 
ha s within it the seeds o f its o wn destruc­ 
tio n. It is a sy stem ba sed o n the restrictio n 
o f the huma n being a nd the curta ilment o f 
ma ny o f the instinctiv e emo tio ns tha t a re 
a pa rt of ea ch a nd ev ery indiv idua l. 
Toward th e end of th e destruction of 
communism, we sh ould do th ose th ings th at 
cap italize u p o n th e 
weaknesses 
o f 
o u r 
enemy . We sh ould ex ­ 
p ose to th e world th e 
adv antages of our way 
of life wh ile underscoring th e real nature 
of communism. If we are righ t in wh at we 
believ e, if we truly do h av e a sup erior way 
of 
life, 
th en 
we can effectiv ely turn th e 
course of ev ents in our fav or. We can ex ­ 
p ect th at th e time will come wh en th e free­ 
dom-lov ing nature of mankind itself will rise 
up and demand a p lace in th e sch eme of 
th ings ev en beh ind th e Iron Curtain. Th is 
may come about slowly but come it will. 
Th e fact th at wh at we migh t do toward 
th is end is considered agreeable from th e 
Sov iet p oint of v iew is not of p rimary con­ 
sideration. Th e p rimary question is wh eth er 
we are righ t or wrong and we would be 
foolh ardy to let th e communists decide th is

Enforcement Difficult 


Th e recent ev ents will surely stir Con­ 
g ress to ex traordinary efforts to establish 
better controls ov er p riv ate p ossession of 
firearms. 
And certainly th e nation is p re­ 
p ared to g o to 
great length s to p rev ent th e 
arming of malev olent and irresp onsible 
citizens. 
No thing is more urgently needed. But 
effectiv e cont rol wi l l be 
di f f i cul t . 
Currently an estimated 50 million leth al 
weap ons are in p riv ate h ands. It can be 
ex pected th at p eop le of good will will read­ 
ily coop erate in any p lan for registration 
and control. But th e criminal, th e deranged 
and th e irresp onsible, wh o are th e v ery 
ones against wh om an arms control act 
would be directed, will be th e ones most 
ap t to ev ade th e law. 
Much ca n be said for more ex acting 
co nditio ns fo r ownersh ip , requiring mo re 


effectiv e p roof of ch aracter. Traceable cer­ 
tificates of ownersh ip and stringent laws 
gov erning p riv ate resale of weap ons also 
offer h op e for imp rov ement. 
But no law- would be comp lete with out 
tigh t restriction on th e sale of ammuni­ 
tion. Unloaded weap ons are not dangerous. 
It is th e ammunition th at makes th em so. 
It would be h igh ly desireable to con­ 
fine th e sale of ammunition to fewer and 
more h igh ly sup erv ised outlets; to bar sale 
to all wh o cannot p rov e lawful ownersh ip 
of a gun, and to sell in limited quantities. 
It would also be constructiv e to h av e 
uniform weap ons control laws coup led with 
close coop eration between state and fed­ 
eral enforcement agents. 
Such efforts could not in any calculable 
time clear th e wh ole situation but th ey 
would be h elp ful step s. 


Not Losing Them All 


It w’a s often asked of th e late President 
Kennedy by p olitical op p ortunists wh y h e 
p ermitted a Kremlin toeh old off th e coast 
of Florida and wh y we are making no 
h eadway th rough out South America ev en 
in sp ite of foreign aid giv eaway s. Th is was 
asked a s a question in a deliberate effort 
to p erp etrate a fraud up on th e p eop le of 
th is nation. 
It is generally assumed th at a question 
is merely th e asking of an ex p lanation. 
Th e abov e question, h owev er, is not a ques­ 
tion but a statement of sup p osed fact. Th e 
late President was once said to h av e re­ 
marked at a p ress conference th at ques­ 
tions asked were 
more in th e nature 
of sp eech es. 
As to a Kremlin toeh old in Cuba, th is 
is a subject in itself but it can be said in 
p assing th at it is incorrect to say th at th is 
country h as p ermitted th e situation. More 


to th e p oint at th e moment is th e second 
so-called 
question 
as 
to 
our 
situation 
th rough out Latin America. Is it really a 
fact th at we are losing th ere to th e th reat 
of communism? 
We will nev er win ev ery contest in 
wh ich we are engaged but we are not los­ 
ing ev ery th ing in South America. Th is is 
demonstrated sp ecifically in th e case of 
Venezuelan elections wh ich h av e gone bad­ 
ly for communist agitators. Th e Reds lost 
both in th eir efforts to keep th e p eop le 
away from th e p olls and th eir efforts to un­ 
seat th e p ro-Western gov ernment wh ich 
h as been in ex istence th ere. 
Th is rep resents a v ictory wh ich , too. is 
not at all th e end of th ings but w'h ich 
sh ould disp el unfounded claims th at we are 
h anging on by only a th read in South 
America. We are not about to get ev ery ­ 
th ing we want by Ch ristmas but a great 
deal of h op e remains. 


Great Ones Depart 


Th e day s wh ich brough t such tragedy 
to the nation in p ublic affairs tended to 
submerge griev ous losses suffered by th e 
ails. 
Th ese witnessed th e death of Aldous 
Hux ley , also Amelita Galli-Curci and Fritz 
Reiner, 
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Hux ley was a great writer, a saty rist 
p ar ex cellence wh o deep ly 
mov ed th e 
American soul, esp ecially with h is unfor­ 
gettable “Brav e New World.” He cut deep ­ 
ly into fat beliefs of self satisfaction and 
left h is readers with th e feeling th at th e 
new world was neith er v ery brav e nor 
v ery worth y . But h e was a writer of h op e 
and h is slash ing attacks at th e friv olous 
p av ed th e wav for sounder concep ts. 
Fritz Reiner was among th e leaders 
of h is age in music, a sy mp h onic conductor 
wh o left America much rich er in terms 
of music ap p reciation, lie p lay ed h is or­ 
ch estras with

Victor 
Anfuso, th e Brookly n Demo­ 
crat, introduced a bill re­ 
quiring p riv ate indiv iduals to 
register firearms with t h e 
FBI. Anfuso’s bill was aimed 
at p rev enting juv enile delin­ 
quency , combating th e in­ 
creasing crime wav e in big 
cities, and at th e “ Minute- 
men.” Th e Minutemen a r e 
self-ap p ointed v olunteers or 
“ grassroots 
g u e r i l l a s , ” 
ch iefly located in California, 
wh o claimed at one time th at 
th e United States was in 
grav e danger of inv asion by 
Ch inese troop s from Mex ico.

LIFE BEGINS AT FORTY: 


Need Plan Of Action For Senior Ci 


By ROBKItT I'KTKRSON 
Every metropolis needs a 


lively, coordinated plan of 
action for older people. But 
only a handful of cities have 
one. Even New York City, 
which is supiwscd to have 
everything, lacks one. 


Seattle, Wash., this robust 


port city on the shores of 
Pugent Sound, has a dynam- 
ic program headed by Mrs. 
Richard J. Aronson, an ex- 
housewife who several years 
ago volunteered to assist a 
group of elder refugees from 
Europe which met occasion- 
ally. 


As 
Mrs. 
Aronson 
ob- 


serve^ the great need of 
these elders for social in- 
teraction it occurred to her 
that there should be similar 
groups in every section of 
the city. 


It also seemed t h e r e 


should be a central office 
to coordinate city-wide ac- 
tivities for ciders, spark new 
programs, and disseminate 
Information on local serv- 
ices. 


Thanks largely to her ef- 


forts, a Council on Aging 
was 
established 
in 
11)55, 


headed by a board of prom- 
inent citizens. It operates on 
an annual budget of just 
$23,000 provided in part by 
the United Fund, and has a 
staff of just two full-time 
employees, one part-time 
worker, and volunteers. 


Many of this council's ac- 


tivities can be found in other 
cities. But the following fea- 
tures are noteworthy a n d 
worthy of adoption in com- 
munities everywhere. 


E\ercgreen Clubs: There 


arc 17 social clubs located 
throughout the city for folks 
55 years of age and over, 


ranging in size from 35 to 
to 200 members. They meet 
weekly or bi-weekly f r o m 
10 in the morning to three 
in the afternoon in space do- 
nated by churches, c l u b s. 
and other groups. 


This chain is unique m 


that the clubs bear the same 
name and are under central 
direction. Members feel a 
camaraderie based on com- 
mon club membership. As 
in the case of fraternities, 
members know where t li c 
other chapters arc located 
and there is much visiting 
back and forth. 


Telephone 
Reassurance. 


Elders living alone may fill 
out a form requesting a 
phone call at a certain time 
e a c h day and advising 
whom to notify in case of 
an emergency. The council 
then recruits volunteers to 
make these calls, which not 


only tend to reassure the 
older person but gives him 
something to look forward 
to and a feeling that some- 
one cares. 


Friendly 
Visiting. 
A 1 1 


nursing homes in Seattle 
may 
advise 
the council 


which of their elderly pa- 
tients have a particular 
need for visitors. Then the 
Council recruits volunteers 
and assigns patients for 
them to visit once a week 
on a regular schedule. This 
not only benefits patients 
who eagerly await these vis- 
its, 
but gives a sense of 


purpose to the volunteers, 
most of whom arc them- 
selves senior citizens. 


The burgeoning interest 


in older people up and down 
the West Coast seems to 
herald a day not too far 
away when old age may lose 
its mantle of neglect and 
emerge as a popular, prom- 


ising, and even pampered 
time of life.

LIFE BEGINS AT FORTY: 


Cities Need Plan Of Action For Senior Citizens 


By ROBERT PETERSON 


Every metrop olis needs a 
lively, coordinated plan of 
action for older people. But 
only a handful of cities have 
one. Even New York City, 
which is sup p osed to have 
everything, lack s one. 
Seattle. Wash , this robust 
p ort city on the shores of 
Pugent Sound, has a dynam­ 
ic p rogram headed by Mrs. 
Richard J. Aronson, an ex­ 
housewife who several years 
ago volunteered to assist a 
group of elder refugees from 
Europ e which met occasion­ 
ally. 
As 
Mrs. 
Aronson 
ob­ 
serve^ the great need of 
these elders for social in­ 
teraction it occurred to her 
that there should be similar 
group s in every section of 
the city. 
It also seemed 
t he r e 


should be a central office 
to coordinate citv-wide ac­ 
tivities for ciders, sp ark new 
p rograms, and disseminate 
information on local serv­ 
ices. 
Thank s largely to her ef­ 
forts, a Council on Aging 
was 
established 
in 
1955, 
headed by a board of p rom­ 
inent citizens. It op erates on 
an annual budget of just 
$ 23,000 p rovided in p art by 
the United Fund, and has a 
staff of just two full-time 
emp loyees, 
one 
p art-time 
work er, and volunteers. 
Many of this council’s ac­ 
tivities can be found in other 
cities. But the following fea­ 
tures are noteworthy a n d 
worthy of adop tion in com­ 
munities everywhere. 
ENeregreei Clubs: There 
are 17 social clubs located 
throughout the city for folk s 
55 years 
of age and over, 


ranging in size from 35 to 
to 200 members. They meet 
week ly or bi-week ly f r o m 
10 in the morning to three 
in the afternoon in sp ace do­ 
nated by churches, c 1 u b s, 
and other group s. 
This chain is uniq ue in 
that the clul >s bear the same 
name and are under central 
direction. Members feel a 
camaraderie based on com­ 
mon club membership As 
in the case of fraternities, 
members k now where t h e 
other chap ters are located 
and there is much visiting 
back and forth. 
Telep hone 
Reassurance. 
Elders living alone may fill 
out a form req uesting a 
p hone call at a certain time 
e a c h day 
and 
advising 
whom to notify in case of 
an emergency. The council 
then recruits volunteers to 
mak e these calls, which not 


only tend to reassure the 
older p erson but gives him 
something to look forward 
to and a feeling that some­ 
one cares. 
Friendly 
Visiting. 
A 1 1 
nursing homes in Seattle 
may 
advise 
the 
council 
which of their elderly p a­ 
tients 
have 
a 
p articular 
need for visitors. Then the 
Council recruits volunteers 
and 
assigns 
p atients 
for 
them to visit once a week 
on a regular schedule. This 
not only 
benefits p atients 
who eagerly await these vis­ 
its, but gives a sense of 
p urp ose to the volunteers, 
most of whom are them­ 
selves senior citizens. 
The burgeoning interest 
in older p eop le up and down 
the West Coast seems to 
herald a day not too far 
away when old age may lose 
its mantle of neglect 
and 
emerge as a p op ular, p rom­ 


ising, and even p amp ered 
time of life.

Pope Paul VI To Give Wider 
Powers To Catholic Bishops

Paul VI sent word to the Vati- 
can Ecumenical Council Mon- 
day that he will decree wider 
powers for the world's Roman 
Catholic bishops. 


On t h i s last working day, 


the council's general secreta- 
riat announced that (he 1'opc 
himself will promulgate t h e 
document "Pastorale Munus" 
(The Pastoral Task) Tuesday. 
He will join the 2,100 prelates 
in St. Peter's Basilica at a 
ceremonial service. 


The papal apostolic letter 


was believed aimed at ending 
a council dispute over t h e 
sharing of papal power by all 
bishops jointly. It also w a s 
seen as the first step in put- 
ting that principle — called 
collcgiality of bishops—into 
practice. 


Only two other major dis- 


puted questions remained as 
t h e council fathers prepared 
to end their nine-week session 
Wednesday. 


Deal With Unity 


Botli deal directly with the 


Christian unity movement and 
arc part of a council schema 
on unity. One says that all 
mankind shares with the an-, 
cicnt Jews in responsibility 
for the Crucifixion. The other 
says all men should be free 
of outside pressures in follow- 


ing t h e i r own conscience 
about worshiping God. 


A u g u s 11 n Cardinal Bea, 


whose Christian Unity Secre- 
tariat drew up the entire unity 
schema, sought to case the 
disappointment of many coun- 
cil fathers over failure to take 
up the Jewish-tolerance docu- 
ments. The U.S. bishops were 
especially eager to sec some 
kind of action. 


"All of us regret that it 


wasn't possible to get at least 
a foretaste of discussion con- 
cerning these chapters," the 
German-born cardinal said in 
the council hall as the final 
working day ended. 


Tlic cardinal said lack of 


time for individual study by 
each bishop before starting 
debate was the reason why 
the two documents were not 
taken up.

State Department

to a Russian, and his attempt 
to renounce his U.S. citizen- 
ship. This report will be sup- 
plemented w i t h information 
turned over to the State De- 
partment Saturday by the So- 
viet Embassy. 


The Secret Service proce- 


dures for guarding Kennedy 
will most likely be described 
—but not commented on—in 
the report.

This play would 
have succeeded, b e c a u s e 
West would have been forced 
to return a club or else con­ 


cede a ruff and discard; in 
either case. South would have 
lost only three tricks and 
made the contract. 
South should reason, in view 
of 
West’s 
pass 
originally, 
that West could hardly have 
both the king of diamonds 
and ace of clubs in addition 
to his spade suit; presum­ 
ably he would have opened 
the bidding in such case. 
Declarer can therefore as­ 
sume, if the diamond finesse 
loses to the king, that East 
has the ace of clubs, and for 
this reason he should play 
the diamonds before making 
an attempt to endplay West. 
He cannot afford to play 
spades ahead of diamonds 
because he does not yet have 
West tied up in a knot.

Supreme Court Ruling 
Favors Rulo Resident 


Land In Nebraska, Judges Declare 


Washington CD — The U.S. 
Supreme C o u r t ruled unani­ 
mously in favor of Gene Dur- 
fee of Rulo, Neb., Monday 
in a procedural law case in­ 
volving ownership of several 
hundred acres of land in the 
Missouri River bottoms. 
The property, once an is­ 
land in the river, was claimed 
by Durfee who said the land 
is in Nebraska. Julia Duke, 
of Fortesque, Mo., said it is 
Missouri land and her prop­ 
erty. 
J u s t i c e 
Stewart 
deliv­ 
ered the unanimous decision. 
Justice Black wrote a brief 
concurring opinion. 
During prolonged litigation, 
Nebraska state courts ruled 
the land is in Nebraska and 
belongs to Durfee. Later, the 
U.S. District Court in St. Jo ­ 
seph. Mo., said the land was 
in Missouri but held the deci­ 
sion of the Nebraska S t a t e 
c o u r t s was conclusive and 
c o u l d not be relitigated in 
Missouri. 
On an appeal by J u l i a 
Duke, the U.S. Circuit Court 
in St. Louis told the U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court to reconsider the 
c a s e and to make an inde­ 
pendent inquiry into the ques-1 
tion of jurisdiction of Nebras­ 
ka state courts. Durfee ap- ! 
pealed to the U.S. Supreme 
Court to reverse the Circuit 
Court. 
The land is a short dis­ 
tance east and south of Rulo, 
and west and south of Fort­ 
esque. 
Stewart’s opinion said t h e 
U.S. District Court in St. Jo ­ 
seph was correct in holding 
that the decision of Nebraska 
state courts was conclusive 
and there could be no further 
litigation in Missouri. 
Stewart said the decision of 
the Federal District Court in 
St. Joseph, therefore, was af­ 
firmed, and the ruling of the 
U.S. Circuit Court was re- 
versed. 
Th e U.S. Supreme Court's 


decision was based on the con­ 
stitution's 
requirement 
that 
full faith and credit must be 
g i v e n in each state to the 
c o u r t proceedings of every 
other state. 
Justice Black's concurring 
opinion said that 
he went 
along with the court’s ruling, 
but only with the understand­ 
ing that Julia Duke would not 
continue to be bound by the 
Nebraska state court decision 
if it should be “ authoritative­ 
ly decided'' later on in an or­ 
iginal proceeding between Ne­ 
braska and Missouri in a suit 
before the Supreme Court, or 
by a compact between th e 
two states, that the disputed 
land is in Missouri.

Wheat Crop 


A good rain or wet s n o w 
would benefit Nebraska’s win­ 
ter wheat crop, government 
crop observers reported Mon­ 
day. 
W h e a t prospects remain 
largely unchanged f r om a 
week ago. the State-Federal 
Division of Agricultural Statis­ 
tics noted in its weekly crop 
report. 
Recent cooler temperatures 
h a v e retarded growth and 
checked the spread of l e a f 
rust, 
b u t 
faster-than-usual 
growth during the mild f a l l 
earlier caused t h e grain to 
draw heavily on soil moisture 
arid create the need for p r e ­ 
cipitation. 
Other observations: 
The corn and milo harvest is 
virtually completed, and th e 
castor bean harvest picked up 
momentum last week. 
Winter ranges and pasture! 
remained open for grazing! 
and provided adequate feed 
for cattle, but many pastures 
are dusty and much of the 
grass is quite dry and brittle. 
More winter grain fields are 
being utilized for pasture than 
usual and the rank growth is 
providing an abundance of 
feed. Open weather also is 
permitting corn stalks and 
milo stubble to be cleaned by 
livestock.
